Tlie Marshal Prince Kutctow^ in h|a 
Report, addressed to his

Emperor, from the villkge of Safantino, 
of the 4th October, statef, that no im- 
portant event had takM place up to that 
dayi extept affairs of advance>-guard and 
detachmentt sent to cut off Ac line of 
eowmlinlcatiott of the enemjr. 


33d of Sept. Major^General Do- 
rochoff had sent to head-quarters a mail, 
intercepted by a detachment, containing 
two se^ieiMioxcs, and two cases, filled 
frith ornaments pillaged from the Rus- 
sian Churches. 


On the 24tb, the nme detachment 
had stopped two couriers with desfMitcii- 
et, and qn the sime dty BQjj^isfons of 
the enemy, laden with ammiinitionfand 
taken three ofllcerf and 300 men pri- 
soners. 


On the 27th, they took prisAiers, 4 
officers, fttid 987* solditrs j and on the 
atme day, two squadrons of dragoons of 
the guard had defeated a battalion and 
two squadrons of the l ^ n c h guards, 
taking two ofiicers and 86 privates pri- 
soners. 
The enemy received some t f - 
inforcements during the action, these 
were, however, equally defeated with 
loss.

It was ill this affaii* that Gen. Ferrier, 
Chief of the Staff to the king of Naples, 
and the Capt. of Cavalry Count PoVonz- 
ky, Aidnlu-camp to Prince PoniBtbwakl, 
were taken.— This is the Oeu. Ferrier 
of whom mention was made in the Bul- 
letin of the 1st of Oct. 


The Prince Wadholsky, with 500 
Cossackl, is advantageously posted near 
tlie village of Rossondrq[i to harrass the 
enefitv bn the side bf Mojiask.

W e recommend to every reader,

» IT is sufficiently obvious,lhat with 
regard to political subjects, And public 
men, the liberty of the press may be 
abused in two ways. 
The one is when 
good public measures, and gùod public

It is hot only, beyond 
all comparison the most prevalent, as 
being the best i?aid, and not at all pu­ 
nished : But it is infinitely the mo»t 
dangerous and fatal in its operation.

cealed in that gradual pfogreaa to dea*.

and almost its only dangenraa approach. 
And even when 
but imbecility 


roielda the reinsy it is that by which it is 
chiefly ufiheld tn rtt àiundertf till it ri- 
/tens national nu^ortunia into national 
ruin. Everything the government per­ 
forms is asserted) and with pretended 
demonstration proved, to be excellent. 
Every plausible, circumstance, which 
can be discovered belonging to^k, n dis­ 
played in the most advantageous light, 
and fixed habitually in the public eye, 
while every dan^rous or mischievous 
circumstanêe is^ carefully disguised, or 
hidden from the view— To the great 
mass of mankind, whoto minds are 
chicfly passive in the reception of their 
opinions, nothing more is needed to 
make them bolieve that thoir govefn- 
moat is admirable, than perpetually to 
hear that it is so. And even upon strong 
minds, it is well known that the tide of 
popular opinion, if running with any 
considerable strengUi, is irr«Btisibie.
